cloak is rounded, whereas that of the 

Capucin's is pointed : — the Capucin's 

frock or robe is tyed about the waift 

with a light brown cord ; the Recol- 

led's with a dark one the colour of bis 

cloth. — Neither of thofe orders wear 

(hirts, drawers, ftockings, or fhoes ; 

but only fandals, to preferve the foles 

of their feet from being cut, and not 

with any intention of reiifting either 

parching heat, or freezing cold : — but 

the moftilriking difference is, that the 

RecolleSs fhave their faces, and the 

Capucins wear their beards. 

Give me leave to add, for the fatif- 
fa£lion of fuch as it may inform, Thst 
each fleep upon a bard bier, or wooden 

frame 
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frame in their cuftomary habit, and 
fome other flight covering ; and each 
rife conftantly at midnight in the fe- 
vereft weather, and join in their ma- 
tutinal fongs, or matins in their chapel 
behind the high altar, which lafts for 
about two hours — they then return, 
each to his feparate cell, and may lay 
down again for the fpace of an hour 
and a half, but muft not exceed that 
time* 

The Capucins receive no benefac* 
tlons but in provifions and neceflaries 
for the convent, denying thWfelves 
the ufe of money in their vow of po* 
verty ; fo that wherever they go, they 
are treated ; fo alfo are the RecolleAs, 
and indeed all the mendicant orders, 
and in whatever vehicle they travel, 
they have their paflage free : — but the 
RecolIe£ts may accept of money as weH 
is provifions ; and fo they do, as often 
as they can get any. 

C3 ' The 
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The Capucins univerfally drop their 
ibwn names, and aflume thofe of cer- 
tain faints : — the Recolleds of Bra- 
BA-NT retain the furnames of their fa- 
in iUes.

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The neatnefs of the Duich citiest 
together with the regularity, thriftinefs^ 
induftry and cleanlinefs of the inhabi- 
tants, furpafs defcription ^ and muft be 
feen, in order to be thoroughly under- 
ftood. 

The fmalleft filth in the fireets 
would be deemed a nuifance, and are* 
proach to any one that would fufFer it 
to lie at his door. 

Regularity, not only in aftairs of 
bufinefs, but in the whole domeftic 
cpnduiEly is fo ef&ntial to the happineis 
of a Dutchman ; that any man would 
be thought ignorant of what he owes 
the public and himfelf, ihould be 
neglcfl: it. 

Thriftinefs they hold in high efteem 
— a man muft be thrifty who would at 
all times ferve himfelf, and now and 
then his neighbour,— -After all, fay 

they, 
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they, . TfULiFTiNS^s is a ncv^r-ftiling^ 
friend* 

• To fecure this defirabk friend, 
who, they fay, is only to be won by 
pel'fever^nce i induftry becomes a part 
of their ci^ftitutional virtue. — ^^Hence 
vagrants of all forts are difcounte- 
naiiccd ; neither arc. beggars, upon 
any pretence, fufiered to patrole the 
ftrcets^ 

Perfonal cleanlinefs is fo well ap- 
proved, that a floven or a flut would 
want employment — hardly any mafter 
or miftrefs , ^ould harbour them — no 
matter how coarfe their covering, but 
they muft be whole and clean. 

On the contrary, dirt is the badge 
of fome prqfeilions with us — you may 
gucfs at their calling, by their beaftli- 
nefs-^-aiid in our metropolis efpecially, 
there is an affeflation among many of

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die lower fort, of appearing the offeiv- 
&Vt floven and the iilthy bunter—- the^ 
loofe companion, the blackguard and 
the rafcah— ^Hardly any body decries 
this humour in the mob — for why ?— « 
becaufe it makes a part of our publip 
diverfion.— Whereas throughout tha 
States dominions, you will not meet 
with a. dirty failor, a dirty fifiierman, a 
dirty waterman^ a dirty porter, a dirty 
carman — or even a dirty chimney-* 
fweeper. 

It is not my intention blindly to 
over*rate the civil ufages of our cau-^ 
tious neighbours : — but they muft be 
known before we can eilimate them 
properly. — After which, How far they 
may be over-aAed, fliall be the fubjeft 
of future inquiry. 

The three principal objeAs in thia
